For that platform 
he substituted his own pleuauro and made 
tho miaittku of nuppoaiog that, the preus of 
Now York and tho inugwunipa of the At- 
lantic siri() constituted the (jn-sa and people 
of the United .Statt-a I'residontial conceit 
and ohatiniicy and congressional Bupiueness 
have brought calaslt (iplie Let Congress 
toll the President to ntind hia own business, 
which ia to (xeiu'o the laws, and, with- 
out, the loss of a day, wnen it reassembles, 
to procied to put into efl'ect tho promises of 
the Chicago platform." 

The conclusion of thia nrroignment is 
italicized as follows : "Hi form tarilF and 
amush Iruata ; restore silver to ita conatitu- 
tiouul place in the currency " 

The Chroniclo, liepublieun, says thero ia 
very little dilliculty in undt^rstanding tho 
aignilicanco ot tho elections on Tii stlay. 
They simply show I ho naiuriil and rational 
reaction from the political stupidity of last 
year. The majority of the American people 
are not in favor of free trade and are not 
willing to destroy the industries wiiieh have 



been built up by protection. It ia not be- 
lieved that the protection aystem is uncon- 
stitutional and fraudulent and are not in 
favor of repealing the MoKinley act.

A body of 2,000 revolutionary 
troops ia now twenty leagues from Deaterro. 

Nov. 10.— Official re- 
ports have been received in which it ia 
atated that tho inaurgonta' armed packet 
Pallas haa been wrecked near Santa Aguuhi. 
It ia aaid ahe struck a rook and sank. The 
inaurgonta' agent denies tho report.

Democratic tariff bill given to the publio. 
Tho Democratic members of the Waya and 
Moans committee have not yet made their 
final revision of any of the schedules ; bub b 
number of them are decided upon for all 
practical purposes, and will not be changed 
except in minor details. The policy of a 
revenue tariff will be pretty closely adhered 
to in dealing with raw materials and par- 
tially manufactured goods, and considerable 
cuts will be made on finished prodnots. Tha 
Democratic members decided at tbe outset 
that they would accept the declaration of 
the Chicago platform regarding the legisla- 
tion of the last Congress as their rule ol 
action. That platform declares that the 
party indorae tho cfforta made by the Demo- 
crata of tho present Congreaa to modify its 
moat oppreasive features in the direction of 
free raw material and cheaper manufactured 
goods than enter into general consumption. 
There are reasons for saying, therefore, 
that tho Democratic members, under 
thia provision, will embody in tho bill 
Bubstantially all the "pony" tariff billa, 
which passed the House in tho fifty-second 
Congress, providing for free wool and re- 
duced duties on woollen gooda, free ailver 
ores, reduced duties on tin platea, free cot- 
ton bugging and freo tin. The wool schedule 
may be slightly modified in the definitions 
of goods, but it ia believed that the duties 
will remain substantially the same, the 
maximum being 40 per cent, and tbe ad 
valorun rates below that figure being gener- 
ally reduced 5 per cent. 

'Ihe provision regarding silver lead ores 
will be subatantialiy that enacted by the 
fifty-second Congreaa, that lead ore ahull 
pay one and one-half centa per pound, but 
tbat ores in which the value of the silver is 
greater than that of the lead shall ba consid- 
ered silver ores and be exempt from duty. 
The duty on tin plate is likely to be re> 
duoed two and two-tentha cents to one cent, 
per poimd from the present, with perhaps 
Its removal after a few years to tbe free list. 
The bills which passed the House in the last 
Congress regarding oottoii bagging and bind- 
ing twice made both absolutely free of duty, 
but there has been some opposition to those 
provisions on the ground that they we e net 
in harmony with other parts of the tariff, 
and a moderate duty may be retained. 
Block tin will probably be made free of duty 
as waa unanimonsly voted by tho Ways and 
Means committee in the laat Congreaa at the 
demand of the tin plate manufaoturera. 

The ohinaware schedulea will probably be 
reduced 10 per cent, on tho cxi-<ting CO per 
cent, and 55 per cent. The MoKinley bill 
reatored the duty on coveringa, which are a 
large element in the covers of ohinaware, 
and practically made tbe increase in duty 
much greater than the opparent change in 
tho ad valorem rate. The silk intereata 
may not suffer much of a cut and the 
duties may, it ia thought, be left at 50 
per cent., as under the existing law. The 
iron achedule will, it ia believed, give the 
committee a good deal of trouble, because 
of the conflict of intereata between tho Now 
England membera who desire free iron ore 
und freo coal, and the members from North- 
ern Alabama and Eaatern Tennesseei who 
desire the reteaiion of the duty. The 
threatened deficiency in the revenue will be 
met by a new tax if gome of 
the Domooratio members of the House 
who ard urging the proposition, are to be 
believed. The pressure has been strong to 
impose a moderate tax on incomes above 
twenty-five hundred dollars, in pieference 
to putting the duties back on tea, coilee, or 
Bugor. Mr. Tom. Johnson, of Oliin, has 
protested very eorneatly against reatoring 
the iugar duty, and has had the aupport of 
othtr Western membera in preferring a 
moderate income tux to a renewal of the 
custom duties on tbo nece?8ariea of life. 
The exact rate of tho income tax has not 
yet been determined, but it will apply 
to all incomes above tho amount named, 
with certain allowances for houae 
rent and for losses through fire or other 
ciiusi;s. It ia calculated that an immense 
rovcnuo can bo derived from a very small 
tax upon tho iiicotnes earned by professional 
and buoineps men throughout the country, 
and thia will ec|U!vliz^ the disproportionate 
burden imposed upon tho poor by acme of 
the tariff duties. 'The adoption of the in- 
come tax will practically settle the ques- 
tion of ua increase in tho internal revenue 
taxes on whiskey, beer acd tobacco, which 
are likely to be loft, untouched. 



EXPECTED LYiNCHlNtf. 

Clash Between Whites anil Blacks in Kentucky 
With Fatal Rrsults. 

Louisville, Ky., Nov. 10.— Thero was a 
clash between the whites and blacks at 
Birdstown at 5 o'clock this afternoon. At 
the afternoon session of the Criminal 
court, some evidence favorable to Evans, 
the negro charged with criminal 
aaaault, was introtluced. When the court 
adjourned a largo number of negroes gath- 
ered in front ot tho court house and cheered 
the negro as tbe soldiers and court officers 
escorted him to the }M, Deputy Sheriff 
Lillis ordered the demonstration stopped, 
and made a rush on tbe crowd, knocking 
down Lcroy Wickliffe with a olub. 
A largo number of white oitlzins 
ran up and tho negroes opened fire on them. 
No one was wounded. The enraged whites 
then charged on tho negroea, and several of 
the latter wore severely injured with cluba 
and atones. Wickllfl' we.a placed in juil. 
It ia thought ho will die. Excitement iu at 
fever heat, and a lynching or two ia ex- 
pected lit any monaml. Ii. is almost cer- 
tain that I'jvans will be lynohed, despite 
tho troops.

THE KENNEDY CASE.; 



Further Evidence Taiieu at the West- 
minster Assizes— StroDfi: Testimony 
Afirainst the Prisoner. 



Kennedy's Own Statement— An Inter 
esting Narrative Listened to 
Witli Profound Attention. 



(Special to the CoLONisr.l 

New Wkstmin.ster, Nov. 10. — Tbeprose. 
cution tinished the testimony at 4 o'clock 
this afternoon. During the day much evi- 
dence of importance was adduced going to 
show that, after O'Connor woa shot', Ken- 
nedy returned to the cabin and, standing 
over the body of O'Connor, said : " You're 
not the first, but the fourth man I've killed," 
To C. H. King, of Rimsay Arm, where he 
spent several days, Kennedy said at first 
that O'Conoor had committed suicide, but 
when the otTicers came in the steamer 
E^telle he admitted having killed him, but 
o'aimed itwaa in self -defence. Kingwantcd 
him to surrender, but he refused, and, after 
exchanging » number of shots with the offi- 
cers, took to the mountains. 

The deposition of Burns, since drowned, 
was admitted by Judge Bole after a long 
legal sparring match. Mr. Wilsoa, for the 
defence, objected, and insisted on the point 
being reserved, there being a slight omission 
in the deposition. Tho .Judge reserved tho 
point. The evidence of Iturns went to show 
that Kennedy hud said, after tho shooting, 
that if lie had to do it over again lio would 
do ao next morning. It also corroborated 
the evidence of former witnosaea, to tho 
elTect that Ivtnnedy admitted tl!o killing. 
Kounody's own deposition, made boforo M. 
ManHon, J. P., was also put in evidence, 
which said that O'Connor had killed him- 
self by the discharge of a Winchester rifle 
he was pulling down from the shelf, and that 
this was the only shot fired. This closed 
tho evidence for tho prosecution. 

The defence immediately placed Kennedy 
in tho witness box. Ho gave his story from 
his first landing on Reed Island until his 
surrender to tho ofiicers, three weeks later. 
In it he said that O'Connor was shot in a 
straggle while both had hold of the revolver. 
His tale was wonderfully interesting, and 
was listened to by the big audience amid 
the deepest silence. It did not corres- 
pond in many points with the evidence of 
other witnesses. The court rose until 10:.30 
to.morrow morning, when Kennedy's cross- 
examination will take place.

PABKJTAN DEAD. 

Iho Eminent Auierlcnn lUstoriiiii uiid Travel- 
ler Uocoinca a Mutter of History. 

Boston, Nov. 10. — Francis Parkman, tho 
eminent historian, died at bis homo in 
Jamaica Plains on Wednesday evening, of 
peritonitis. He was a son of Rev. Franuis 
Parkman, a noted Unitarian miniator, who 
founded the professorship of pulpit elo- 
quence and pastoral care in the theological 
department of Harvard University. He » as 
a nephew of Dr. George Parkman, who gave 
tho ground on which Harvard Medical 
school stands and was afterward murdered 
in tho college building by Prof. Webster. 
Francis Parkman was born in Boston Sep- 
tember 16, 1823, was graduated at Harvard 
in 18U, and studied law for two years, but 
abandoned it in 184G. He travelled in 
Europe in the latter part of IS l,'! and tho 
bi'giiiuing of 1844, and in 181G sot out to 
explore tho Rooky mountains. 

lie lived for aovorul months among the 
Dakota Indiivna and still wilder and 
remoter tribes, and incurred hard- 
ships and privitiona that made him 
an invalid. An account of this expedition 
was Jgiven in a series of articles in the 
Kniekerbocker Magazine, which were sub- 
sequently collected and published in book 
form. Ho afterward engaged in literary 
work almost exclusively, aud notwithstand- 
ing his impaired health, aocumpauied by 
partial bliudneas, attained high rauk as a 
historian and'writor. Mr. Parkman visited 
Franco in IS'jS, ISGS, 1871.', 18SU and 1881, 
to oxamino the French archives in connec- 
tion with his liistorioal labors. InlS71-7- 
ho was professor of horticulture in tho agri- 
cultural school at Harvard. Hia chief work 
was a series of volumes intended to illustrate 
tho rise and fall of tho French donunion in 
America, which are distinguished for bril- 
liant style and accurate research. Quito 
recently he completed the seventy and lust 
volume of the Few France series, oovering 
tho period between 1700 and IT.'iO. It is 
entitled "A Half Century of Conlllct."

New York, Nov. 10 — A break in New 
England o( nearly four points to twenty- 
eight WB8 the fe&ture of the market; at the 

opening of tho Stock Exchange to-day. Tho 
Btory wua thBt the Now york, Now Havon 
and Havtford Co. had cut off the company's 
■peoial aervioe to Boston. Upon inveatiga- 
tion it waa found that the outtiog off of 
trains was dno to laolc of buaineas and the 
Now En(;land railroad oiBoials as well as 
the J^ow Hiiven direotorB both ugreod on 
this. Tho report waa used by tho " bears" 
to depress that pirtiouUr stock, but tho 
general markut did not reapond to uny up- 
preoi'ablu extent except in tho cuaes of Lnko 
Shore and Michigan Central, which fell 
to 2 per cent. In the lato trading Chicago 
Gas moved up to from 59.^, and the 
other prominent ishuea recovered ^ to l.[ 
per cant. Tuken altogether the day's oper- 
ations simply reflected the dealing of tho 
room trailers who were "bearish'' at the 
start and veered around to tho "bull " aide 
at the cloBi. The chuuges fur the day show 
gains of 1^ to '2j!t pur cent., Chicago Gas 
leading. St. Paul lost i} per cent, owing to 
tho decrease of earninea for tho first week of 
November of over S(>-1|000. Now England 
lost .'i per cent. Tho totil sales were 
18.J,S99 shares. Closing bids : Atchison & 
Topeka, IS} ; Burlington & Quinoy, S'Ji ; 
Canada Southern, 51; Canadian Pacitio, 7i:,'; 
Central Pacitii), 19; Chicago, Cincinnati & 
Columhua, 'SCy^; Delaware & Lackawanna, 
170; Erie, la^ ; Wells Fargo, 120 ; Great 
Northern preferred, 108; L'lke Shore 127 i^;

R. 6. l)un & Co. 's weekly report of trade 
says that tho failures for tho past week have 
been in the United States, against 210 
for the same week last year, and in Canada 
37, against 26 a year ngo. There were four 
failures with liabilities between 5100,000 
and §200,000 each, and 62 with liabilities 
between S.'j.OOO and §10,000 each. The lia- 
bilities «f failures for the last week reported 
show a very encourueing decrease, amount- 
ing to only S.3,'167,000, against 87,413,000 
for the previous week ; and it is noticeable 
that, while tho number of failures does not 
materially decline as yet, there are fewer of 
importance. 

Bradstreet's, to-morrow, will say : The 
available wheat stocks on November i 
amounted to 96.650,000, the heaviest on re- 
cord at a liko date, the total a year ago hav- 
ing been 93,173,000 bushels. Wheat shows 
less pronounced tendency to no abroad than 
for several recent weeks. The exports from 
both coasts, this week, (flour inoloded), 
, .amount to only 2,813 000 bushels. Last 
'-week tho total was 2,860 000 bnsbels. One 
year ago the total wuh 3,883,000 bushels, 
two years ago 4,490,000 bushels. In the 
Frovmce of Ontario, tLq general trade is 
quiet, largely on aooonnt of the mild and 
unaeaaonafale weather. In the Province of 
Quebec, aottlng orders for dry goods are re- 
ported to show improvement ; but here, 
also, is found an unfavorable effect of tho 
continued mild weather. Makers of cotton 
goods report orders plentiful, but tho de- 
pression m the United Stalea is being felt, 
in tho Uotniniou, more than ever. The un- 
Bcasonable weather ia a feature in Nova 
Scotia, where it baa delayed trade in dry 
goods and clothing. The bank clearings at 
Hamilton, Toronm, Montreal and Halifax 
aggregate $21,559 000 this week, 54 per 
cent, more than iu the week before. 

BEKHT clews' OIBO0I.AI{. 

In their oiroalar, dated New York, No- 
vember 4, Henry Clews °& Co. say: Last 
week we noted the beneficial effect upon 
prices of Wall Street's antioipation of the 
passage of tho Silver Repeal billi The past 
week haa shown tho etToct of the consumma- 
tion of repeal in an extensive realizing of 
protitH upon that advance, with a conse- 
quent fall of 2 to 3 points in prices, and, 
next, in a reacriou from that de«iine. For 
tho moment there ia aoine halting in opera 
tiona, due to a disposition to wait until 
ostimatea of the new aituition created by 
repeal are more definitely matured both 
here and in London. In aomo (luartera, 
diaappointment was felt a^, London becoin 
ing a aeller to tho estimated extent of three 
to four millions, inatead of a buyer aa had 
been expected. This course waa, however, 
nothioK more than mit;ht have been reason- 
ably anticip»ted. That centre has to faoo 
tho necessity of an international silver 
agreement or tho nasured certainty of the 
final diacurdniciit of ailver, with oonae- 
cjuences which Mr. do Rothachild, aa one of 
Great Britaio'a repreaeutativea in the late 
Silver CoDforeoce declared would bo of very 
serious flnancial motnent, and et^p^cially to 
England. One nyinpiomatic effect hud 
already appeared in the absence of a single 
bid for four million rupees of Council bills 
offered on tho Ist instant. 

As tho bciirings of this ohaoge will fall 
first and more especially upon London, it ia 
not surprising that the Royal Exchange 
should show Home ooution about operations 
that would tend to draw gold from the 
Bank of England. This caution, however, 
has not prevented London from buying our 
bonda, about one million in aniouot of 
which was t'.kcn on Wednes lay. Those 
transiictioni, however, represent the invest- 
ment demand, d rather than tho apecnlative; 
and, to that extent, thi-y are a kqitimatu 
expression of the improvement of foreign 
confidence in our invest miiiits uriaiug from 
repeal. It ia a f ivorablo inrlicitioii tnat tlu^ 
B.ink of Eugl uid did not on Thursday ad- 
vance its i»'o of diacotiut, aa bad been 
expected, in face of thu fact that the rale of 
diacount in the open market waa only J be- 
low the H.ink rule, and that gold was being 
taken out of the bank for export to New 
Vork. Thia looks aa though the 
bank m-xnagcrs saw nothing in tbi: 
Repeal Act, or in the situation 
otherwise, to call for any immediate pre- 
cautionary action. A few days more will 
bring forth more diatioot symptoms of what 
; may be the effeot upon London speoaiative 
intereats arising from the new oondltioa thia 
side'tbe Atlantic. 

It would be a poor result of thia groat 
effort of the American pcopio to niaintuiu a 
■ound money system if it did not iaaue in a 
great revival of conQdenoe in our inveat- 
mencs, not only throughout Europe, butalao I 
among our ovvu people. Afier auoh wide- 1 
(prehd distrust ooniequent upon the dangers I 



created by silver, it conveya an immeasur- 
able aaBuranco for this country that it has had 
tho wisdom and the courage to take tho do- 
ciaivo step that eettles for the world the 
question of monetary standards and unidea 
too money of the two most civilized conti- 
nenta. We have not begun to realizd the 
iminenao aignificanoa of thia action. The 
unsettled silver problem has been a standing 
throat to finauco and investment for the last 
fifteen years. Its removal gives 
free course to all that has been 
obstructed by these misgivingo. It 
is an aeauranoo that great enterprises 
extending far into the future will no longer 
bo hampered by questions about the money 
of payment. Its elfect will ba most im- 
portant among those who control the larger 
movements of capital, which havo so long 
boon held in Buspenso by thia unsettled 
question of standards. Capital demands 
the most absolute asaurance on this point ; 
it has long and timidly waited for that 
assurance and remained idle in its absence ; 
it now has all it can ask, and wo may there- 
fore expect an era of revived onterpriao in 
great undertakings. 

Thia revival cannot be expected to appear 
immediately. The first result of repeal must 
be a renewal of confidence iu ordinary com- 
mercial and induetriul operations ; which, 
however, will have a beneficial bearing upon 
a wide olaas of inveatmente, and especially 
upon rnilroad atooks and bonds. When ao- 
cumulatcd capital has had time for seleoting 
ita employmeota and making ita plans, we 
may look for tho larger developmonts of 
this new element of oonfidenae, It ia 
not too early to look for buying of 
stocks in antioipatioD of theae larger 
results. Wall Street looks far ahead, and 
discounts the future as far in advance aa it 
can see into, and aometimoa further. It ia 
not likely to fail to do ao in this instance ; 
and, from thia time forward, tho larger and 
more intelligent operators may be expected 
to include thcpc remoter benefits of repeid 
in their estimates of tho current value of 
stocks. 

For these reaaons, although there haa 
been already an important recovery in the 
pricea of atocks, wo do not think llmt, in tho 
majority estimate of Wall Street, the full 
benefit of tho now conditions has yet been 
discounted. It ia possible that prices may 
for some time oacillato round tho present 
level, airording opgortunities for profitable 
turns ; but tho tendency for tho long run ia 
towards a further riao in prices. The new 
conditians lay the basis for tho growth of a 
speculative movement assuming largo 
dimensions. That tendency must be en- 
couraged by the almost unequalled accumu- 
lations of money in tho banks, by low rates 
of interest, by the contraction of imports 
that ia likely to keep the foreign trade bal- 
ance In our favor, and by a steady increase 
in the earnings of the railroads, 

BOYAli ANNIVEBSABIES. 

Prince of Wales' JTIfty-Secona Blrthday- 
Woddlne Day of tho Czar. 

LoNDO.v, Nov. 10. — The church bells are 
ringing merrily and flags aro flying over 
Kagland and Scotland and Wales. It is tho 
fifty-second birthday of Albert Edward, 
Prince of Wales, and the future king of 
England. In the telegrams of congratula- 
tion that poured into Marlborough house thia 
morning all the crowned heads of Europe, 
President Carnot, of the Frenoh republic, 
and the numerous ambassadors of Grout 
Britain to foreign powers wore represented. 
There were numerous congratulatory ad- 
dresses also, from the leading municipalities 
of the country. The venerable so/ereign 
sent to her son a loving epiatle, tho contents 
of which, however, the secretary of tho 
I^rinoe said he was not juatifii^d in 
making public. His Boyal Highneaa, 
as is bis onatnm when in own, dropped 
in this ufternoon at the Army and Navy 
club, and was overwhelmed with cougratu- 
lationa by the distinguished frequenters of 
that resort. This evening there was a fam- 
ily dinner at Marlborough House, after 
which the Prince entertained a small com- 
pany of distinguished guests. Many muni- 
cipal banquets will bo held to-night at, 
among other places, Bristol, Birmingham, 
Manchester, .Shedield, Leeds and Hxetcr. 

St. Peteiushi-ki:, Nov. 10 — To-day ia tho 
twcnly-Heventh .mniveraary nf the marriage 
of the Emperor Alexander [II. to the Prin- 
cess Dagmar Mario Feodorovua, daughter of 
King Ciiriatian of IJeiiinark, and aiater of 
the Princess of W ilea of England. Tho 
event waa marked by a baiMjuet at the 
Royal palace, at which the ministers of the 
state were guests. Numeroua dispatchea of 
congratulations from the rulers of other 
European countries, and addreaites from 
hundreds of oitioa. were received at tho pal- 
ace during the day. There were no at- 
tempts in the direction of Nihiliat denion- 
atrationa. Throughout the Empire the day 
is being marked by feativities of one kind 
and another. 



SIBEBIAN BEF0GEB8 ABBESTED. 

Arrival in San Francisco of a Whaler on 
Which They Had Eacapfd. 

San Fbakoisco, Nov. 10.— The five Rua- 
sian convicts who escaped from Siberia and 

were picked up in an open boat by the 
whaler Charles Morgan, after being ten 
days at sea, with five other convicts, arriv- 
ing here tho night before laat, have been ar- 
rested at tho inatanco of Iho immigration 
coiniiiiaBioner. The Cupe Horn Pigeon got 
in at -t o'clock yesterday afternoon, and the 
other live convicta on board were at once 
taken into custody. All will he held until 
the uovernment hears from KuBsia. 

W'ABiii.N'fiTON City, Nov. 10. —The case of 
the eacaped Siberian corvvicts, picked up at 
sea by an American vessel, haa been olli- 
cially brought to the attention of the Trea- 
sury department here. There might bo a 
nice question of international law involved. 
The Russian Government, of course, re- 
gards the men as escaped convicts. Under 
American law ordinary convicts are debarred 
from landing, but political oooviota are not. 
The queation as to whether they will be 
treated as political priaonera or not ia now 
the aubject for careful investigation.

MR. BO WALL'S MISSION. 

We see by late AuBtraliao papSrs that 
Hon. Mr. Mackenzie Bowell has been 

warmly welcomed in Auatralia. Our fel- 
low-aubjocta at tho Antipodes arc evidently 
diapospd to trade as freely with Canada aa 
circumstances will permit. But the cir- 
cumatancoa are not very favorable. The Can- 
adian Minister of Oustoma baa to deal with 
as many Uovemmenta as there are ooloniea 
in Anstralla. Each qf these governmenta 
has its own trade policy, and each is, in 
mattera of trade, jealoua of all the others. 
Australia ia to-day in pretty much tho same 
condition aa regards trade and commerce as 
British America waa thirty years ago. A 
Minister from another colony would than 
have foand it a very difiBcnlt task to make 
satisfactory trade arrangements with five 
different provinces, each having its own 
tariff and its own trade interests. 

If Australia were, aa it ought to be, a con- 
federation having a national policy and a 
single tariff, Mr. Bowcll would find his tuak 
a comparatively easy one, and there niight 
be good hopes of his coming to an arrango- 
tnent with the Australian Dominion favor- 
ahloto both it and the Dominion of Canada. 
But aa things are we fear that what with 
Provincial jealousies and conflicting trade 
interests, he will nob be able to effect much 
that will be of beaefit to either country. 
But we are sure that what can be done will 
ha done. 

The Auatraliana themselves see the ditli- 
oulty quite clearly, aa may be seen by the 
following extract from the Sydney Morning 
lie raid : 

He (Mr. Bowell) will find a cordial 
desire everywhere to extend our trade 
in any direction in which an opening 
may be fodnd, and a particular 
leaning in the direction of those who 
are not only our kith and kin, but our 
fellow aubjecls under the grand old flag on 
the other aide of the Pooifio, It is satisfac- 
tory to fand that he pina his faith chiefly to 
tho posaibilitiea of promoting interchange of 
commodities in a purely commercial way, 
ami that he ia not over sanguine about ru- 
moviug tho liaoal difhculties that acem auch 
a Ij krrier to thonew trade. Wehavonoveryet, 
among ouraelvea, been ub!e to take one eiep 
aucceaiilully in tlic directiou of reciprocity 
in our fiscal urrungemenla. And though 
Canada appears to be contemplating ttio 
friendly step of modifying her tariff to favor 
Australian trade, it ia to be feared that the 
prospects of the Australian colonies coming 
to an a;?roement for tho purpoao of returning 
tho oouceasion are remote. Staunch and 
conaistent protcctioniat aa ilr. Mackenzie 
Bowell ia, ho will perhaps be a little dia 
tressed to find that proteotion-run-mad in 
Australbt has surrounded each of our little 
communities with such chevaux-de/rise that 
wo almost vainly try to shake hands over 
the tence, and that out development of the 
policy of protection will prove auch 
a barrier to our joining hands with 
Canada, Of oourao wo hope for all that is 
gootl in the coming time ; but abort of such 
federal union aa they have in Canada, our 
proapecta of any community of action in 
giving or taking fiscal favors are not great 
for many years to come. Notwithstanding 
all our efforts, however, after artificial com- 
mercial iaoUtioD, tho visit of tho Canadian 
Minister of Tra'lo and Commerce may be 
productive of great good. Ho will find a 
cardial welcome everywhere, for it would 
seem as if the more the iron of commercial 
reslriotiou has entered into the aoul of the 
colonies, the moro do we long to breathe tho 
air of freedom, and this miaaion from 
Canada, inviting us to interchange our 
goods, ia like a whiff of froah cool uir from 
aoroaa the Paoifio. 

Lei; iiB hope that, In spite of eyery obsta- 
cle and every difficulty, Auatraliaha and 
Canadians will bo able to shako hands over 
the fence and that their attempt to do so 
may have no inconsiderable effect in remov- 
ing the fence altogether, and with it all tho 
•other Htile fenoea. 'J'here ia reason tobe- 
Jieve that Auatraliana find their divided con- 



dition a very great iiioonvenience and an ob- 
Btacla|to their progfCBB and their pro«i,<ei'ity. 
Perhaps thediificulty they find in aaparately 

dealing with Canada In tho matter of re- 
ciprocal trade and with reapect to a British 
occau cable, will bo the laat straw that will 
break tho back of Ojipoaition to confedera- 
tion in Australia. If this turns out to be 
the case, Australiana will have good reason, 
gratefully and joyfully, to remember tho 
visit of the Canadian delegates to their 
shores. , 



LADOUOIIERB'S LAST CAriUCE. 

Mr. Labouchere appears determined to 
keep up his reputation as the leading crank 
of the kingdom. He haa taken it into his 
head to take the part of that bloodthirsty 
savage Lobengula against the South African 
Company tiud tho white settlers in Mashoua- 
laud. Why ho ahould do ho must pass the 
coniprolienaion of all Jinglisbmen who pos- 
sess common v sense and average in- 
telligence. The threadbare plea in favor 
of aavsge aborigines general^ cannot 
be aet up for the Metabele, ' They 
arc not tho original poasessors of the 
soil. They have not lived on it and derived 
thei^ austenauco from it from time immemo- 
rial. They are themselves usurpers. It is not 
yet fifty years aince they overran the country, 
treating the real ownera of the aoil, the 
Mashonas, with horrible arueliy. They 
have since exorcised a kind of eovoreignty 
over it, but only to opprcaa and niiirdor and 
rob the native race. If killing and enalav- 
ing the inhabitants of a country give a 
foreign invader a title to it, then Lobengula 
is the lawful owner of Maahonaland. He 
exorcises authority over It by right of brute 
force exercised in the moat barbaroua 
faabiou ugainal, the will of ita inliabitanta. 
Lobengula haa been the acourge of Mashoua- 
land, and it may bo that this is why ho has 
with him the sympathies of Mr. Labouchere. 

The British appear in tho country as the 
protectors of its oppressed inhabitants, and 
it ia because they rcfuao to acknowledge 
Lobengula'a claim to tho ownership of tlie 
people aa well as of tho land, that \w haa 
taken up arms against tho Company and 
thoBC who are under the Company's protec- 
tion. 

The fact that Lobengula is almost as 
much a foreigner in Maahonaland as tho 
white miners and herdsmen who have set- 
tled in tho country appears to bo loot sight 
of by those who write and speak against the 
occupation of Maahonaland by the British. 
If the unfortunate native inhabitants of the 
country — the real aborigines — were free 
to chooao between the Metabele and the 
British, there can bo no doubt that they 
would hail tho white meu aa their preaer- 
vers. From what wo have read of the way 
in which the Mashonas are treated by Lo- 
bengula and hia impia, we believe it ia aa 
muoh the duty of the Sonth African Com- 
pany, now thit it ia in the country, to 
rescue the defenceless ^ashonas from the 
clutch of Lobengula, as it would be that of a 
civilized hunter to save a human being 
whom a wild beagt had aeiz:3d, from being 
torn to pieces. It ia within tho power of 
the Company to put a stop to the ravages of 
the Metabele in Maahonaland, and they 
ought to exercise that power without a 
acruplo. Fieed from the tyranny of tho 
Metabele, tho Maahonns would bo happy, 
and their land under British rule would 
soon be a hive of industry. 



A RIFT IN THE CLOUDS. ,. 

The general eflects of tho repeal of the 
Sherman law are already visible in the 
United States. It waa not to bo expected 
that tho depresaion, with all the elTecta it 
had produced, would disappear aa if by a 
miracle aa aoon as the Preaident had eigne d 
the Repeal bill ; but those whe favored it 
might reasonably look for a return of con- 
fidenco and a beginning of improvement in 
business. This is what has evidently taken 
place. The banks that were erippled by 
the stringency have not recovered at a 
bound, nor have all the factories that 
were shut down during the hard times 
opened their doors again. Tho men who 
have lost through tho inability of their 
dobtora to pay them have not yet got their 
money back again, or aro able to carry on 
their businesa on the acale they did before 
the crisis came on. This ia not what tome 
seem to have expected, and they are, of 
course, disappointed. It is not in the niiturc 
of things that any measure that the wit of 
man could deviao would in a week or two 
repair the miachief tliatil liad taken months 
to do. But tho dawn of u better time is 
clearly visible. Confidence ia to a very con- 
siderable extent restored. Capitalists and 
financial institutions no longer hold their 
money with a frantic grasp. They h-ive 
opened their moneybags and have aenl a good 
deal of caah into circulation, iiiid are ready 
to send more as soon as good opportunities 
offer. Aa a consequence, we hear of faotories 
resuming operations in many places, and of 
others that are preparing to do so in a few 
days. Buyers are making their appearance 
in tho markets and are purchasing freely, 
and aellera are no longer afraid to aell. 
Money has ceased tb be extraordinarily tight. 
The wheels of businesa have been started 
again, and they.ibefore very long, may bo 
expected to hum. 

Tho repeal of the Sherman Act has lifted 
a load off tho minda of buainess men. They 
already see that they were too easily scared, 
that the situation in Moy did not warrant 
the panic that ensued, and they are deter- 
mined not lo take fright so easily again. 
Thia conaideration will baaton the restora- 
tion of business and will tend to make the 
recovery permanent when it is restored. 

The " stump " in silver that many pre- 
dicted would bo tho immediate result of tho 
atoppuge of the purchase of tho white metal 
by the United States Government, has not 
taken place. There has been no depression 
in silver worth talking about. In fact the 
latest nawa ia that it has gone up a little in 
the Eogliah market. 



A CLICVER DODaS. 

The Louisiana Lottery, it seems, is not 
ycb dead. It has resumed operations and 
its inanagera have proyed that they are as 
long-headed and aa trieky aa ever they 
were,-.;, They have resorted to a very clever 
device to get their concern advertised. Tho 
following account of the way in which thjiy 
have outwitted the postal authorities of tho 
United States appears in tho St. Fuul 
Pioneer-Press : . 

The representative of the Louiaiana lot- 
tery concern must snicker right out when he 
sees how beautifully he had " worked " a 
lot of the newspapers that bUve fought 
hardest against his swindling concern, aud 
done most to help banish it from the United 
States. Ho haa put out a batch of circulars, 
giving notice of the continuation of hia l)uai- 
neaa, saying how be may be reached by 
ticket buyera, aud notifying them of tho 
change of hia buso of operationa, 
after a certain date, to one of the 
Central American atatea. It is sur- 
prising to SCO how readily some of tho 
moat ardent and reputablo opponenta of 
the lottery liave awallowcd tho bait. In 
tho warmth of their indignation tbey print 
ihcao circulara entire, and call on tlie 
authorilica to auppreaa the liuaincBS. Nov/, 
this is exactly what tho shrewd manager 
hoped and expected would happen. Under 
tho law, hia notices could not appear as 
advertiaoments in any paper in the country, 
and to gut tho informal ion before the piililic 
in any other way would be a slow and fail- 
ing process. So tho ingenuity with which 
ho baa baited his adversaries into giving 
him free advertising contrary to law is 
worthy of a gi^niua. Wlieo they aoo hia 
namo and adilri as, and' tho name of tho 
company uiidir which his concern ia now 
Hailing, ami the addreaa of hia future home 
after his chutor has expired, all appeariog 
in their own columns, followed by indignant 
comment, tbey ought themselves to appreci- 
ate the smoothness of the gentleman who has 
played with them. 

THE CORRIi^GT VIEW. 

The Montreal Gazette takea a fair aud 
reaaonoblo view of the Ellis case. In a late 
issue it says : 

It will not bo protended that i\ judge or a 
court ia al)ove criticiam. <Tudgea are luiinan, 
and make miatakes like other mortala. They 
m.ide one in dealirg with .Mr.

It ia aomo- 
tbiiig tbi^t no eelf -respecting man who haa 
been subjected to it cm tiiii.k of without 
shame. Hia impriaonment ie only a part of 
hia punislimcnt. Ho hua alKO lieen lined and 
charged willi lioivy coata. Had the judgca, 
if they thought it necesaary to act in 
the matter at all, taken thia latter 
fact into consideration and made their 
sentcnco a noininal ono, they would have 
established the principle they desired, 
punished the offence against their dignity 
with what everyone would have regarded 
as ample severity, and avoided a torrt^nt of 
denunciation that tbey oannot well look 
upon with ooniplaoency. But all this does 
not alter the fact that Judge Tuck's deci- 
aion did not rob Mr. King of hia seat, that 
it was an interpretation of the law in a case 
laid before him, that it haa aince been up- 
held as a correct interpretation, and that 
Mr. Ellis had no justification for accusing 
ita author of the worst offence a magistrate 
can bo guilty of. 

The Cazette, in thus discountenancing the 
sin while it makes every allowance for the 
sinner, takea a courae which very many will 
approve. By making a martyr of Mr. 
Ellis, the jndcea did not punish him. 
They did aomothiog the very reverse,

All the teachers of the city public echoola" 
were present at the regular monthly meet- 
ing of tho Victoria Teachers' Institute, held 
yesterday afternoon in the Y.M.C.A. hall, 
with President S. B. Netberby in the chair. 
Tho feature of the day was the debate upon 
the old subject of contention — " Corporal 
Punishment." The topic was introdnoed by 
Miss Agnes Deans Cameron, who read a 
carefully prepared paper assuming the 
affirmative. Her view is that corporal 
punishment should be held aa a mighty re- 
serve force ;— a last resort, but a necessary 
resort. In her orcument. Miss Cameron 
pointed out that children must be taught to 
respect law ond authority, and that oireuces 
against constituted authority bring punish- 
ment ; they must alao Ijo taught tho lesaon 
of after life, that duty ia not always pleas- 
ant, and that the diataateful as well aa the 
agreeable muat often bo done. She opposed 
suBpenaion aa bad for the pupil and injnriima 
to the tone of tho school. In regard to tho 
alleged brutality of corporal punifhment, 
alio pointed out that the puniahment waa 
not doL'rading, but the offence inuiiaheil — it 
certainly waa more degrading to threaten 
punishment than to fulfil. Nature's diacipline 
of consiquences was especially applicable to 
school lite — if ono thrust hia finger into tho 
slovG it would bo burned. The negative was 
taken by Mr. Tait, of Victoria West, who 
argued that corporal punishment degrades 
lju h teacher and pupil, and is a Specimen of 
logali/.cd brutality — unnecessary and bar- 
barous. The teacher who whips, he said, 
whips to aave time. Others followed, dis- 
cussing the question pro and eon. Messrs. 
Ross, McNeill, Netberby and Paul and 'Miss 
A rrowamith defended the necessity of Ifcor- 
poral punishment as a last resort ; Mr. 'Sal- 
lawny and Miss Lawson argued contra. No 
resolution was preaenteil on tho subject, the 
diacuaaion being purely for tho purpose of 
eliciting the opiiiiona of the teacliera, baaed 
upon experience. On tho conclusion of tho 
debate two letters were read from Dr. Pope, 
Superintendent of Education. The first 
staled that ho would bo pleased to attend 
tho meetings of the Institute when possible, 
and would assist whenever ho could tho ob- 
jects for which it had been formed. Tho 
aecoiid announced that the resolution of tho 
Institute condemnatory of the present series 
of readers had been laid before and ia re- 
ceiving tho consideration of tho Council of 
Public Instruction. At tho neit meeting of 
the Association, to bo held on December 8, 
notation and enumeration and the limit 
tables will be discussed.

OUTRAGE ON THE U. S. PLA(i. 

More Farllcniars-Tbe Bonllla iDciaent-lt 
Involves Some Oomvlicatlne 
Incidents, 

Wasiiinotom, Nov. 10. —The U. S. S. Al- 
liance arrived at La Liberta, Salvador, yea- 
terdiky. A dispatch received at the Navy 
department a few daya ago announced that 
tho United States minister waa aboard. It 
ia preaumed that this referred to Minister 
Young, as it is assumed that ho has 
Minister Baker with him, and 
that they aro considering the fir- 
ing on tho I'acilic Mail steamer 
Costa Rica. Although Minister Buker was 
aboard the vessel at tho time ho would pro- 
bably bo precluded from makin;; a formal 
protest himself, aa Mr. V'oung is the ac- 
credited minister from the United States to 
Honduras, whose offloials directea the fire 
upon tho Costa Rica, in Honduras port of 
Anmpola. If the question as to whether 
the guns were fired directly at the steamer 
or simply across her bowti to cause her 
to atop in her flight, should bo settled in 
favor of the first proposition, there is rea- 
son to believe that the incident may take 
a more serious turn than was at first an- 
ticipated. In addition to the complaint 
and request for a satisfactory explana- 
tion, that will doubtless be lodged 
by tho United States, there ia rea- 
son to boliovo that tho Honduras 
oflicers may have involved their conntry in 
a difliculty v.'ith tho neighboring Ceniral 
American republics that will prove to bo 
more didicult of adjustment than our own 
complaint. Advices received in Washing- 
ton from the South, state that while 
lionilla, who was tho special object of 
the attack upon tho steamer, was a native 
of Honduras, ho ia now an adopted 
citizen of tho Republic of Nicaragua. About 
three months ago, he was elected a member 
of tho Constituent Aseombly of Nicaragua, 
the highest congress known to the country, 
and a, body charged with a re- 
vision of the constitution of tho 
country. The members of the Assembly 
are Itnown as " Inviolables," and 
their personal safety is .guaranteed 
by the Nationalists. At the time 
of the incident Bonilla was on hia way 
from Nicaragua to Goatamala. It is stated 
that in his desire to be in posacsaion of his 
ancient enemy. President Vatquez, Freai 
dent of Honduras ordered the officers of the 
fort to " take Bonilla out of the ship and 
if tho captain refuses to aurrender him to 
firo on the ship." 



INTEllESTINU TOLNT. 

Call a Judsment Obtained in Def'anlt In Kng- 
land he Keconslilercd In the United Slates V 

BTAiiTFonD, Conn,, NoV. 10.— An Import- 
ant, question was argued in tho Supreme 
court lo-day_ before Judge Geofjjo W. 
Wheeler. It ia whether a judgment by do- 
fault obtained against a citizen of the 
United States ia an English court will be 
considered by the courts of the United 
States as a bar to the 'trial of the suit on ita 
merits here. The suit is brought by 
Fieher, Brown 4 Co., of Birmingham, 
Kngland, against W. I. Fielding, 
of New Britain, owner of the National Wire 
Mattress Company, of that city, to recover 
the value of niorohiindise alleged by tho 
defendant to be of poor quality. Four 
years ago Mr. Fielding was in Birmingham, 
ICoglami, and was sued by the plaintiffs, 
who got judgment by default for SI,-!")!! in 
the Court of Qiieen'a Bench. Our courts 
have uniformly refueed to retry a case de- 
cided in a foreign court if defended there. 
A now question, however, has been raised 
that of this suit being defaulted without 
trial. Judge Wheeler reserved hia decision.

EDSSIA'S FLEET. 

What UwlII Consist of When Veaaels in the 
Bhick Sen Are Completed. 

London, Nov. 10.— In reply to questions 
asked on the subject in the Hou.io of Com- 
mons to-day, Hun. U. Kay-Shuttlewortb, 
secretary for the admiralty, stated that 
when the warships now building in the 
Black Sea were completed, the Russian flset 
would ooosut of five first olass-and one sec- 
ond class battleships, besides cruisers and 
torpedo boats. England, be added, in the 
meantime, had no cruiser equal in size or 
speed to the Russian cruiser Rurik, but a 
powerful cruiser was about to be commis- 
sioned to the British Mediterranean fleet, 
which would have greater speed and a 
heavier armament than that vessel. 



m SLUMP. 



(St. Paul Pioneer-Press.) 

Ludicrous, in the light of facts, aro the 
prophecies of those who declared that, if 
tho Sherman Act were repealed, and the 
market for silver in the United States there- 
by destroyed, the price of the metal would 
sink at once to a point which meant ruin to 
all interests concerned. It was generally 
asserted that silver would go to about 40 
cents an ounce, and some said even lower. 
Now it appears that tho effect of repeal, 
such as there is, had been discounted, just 
as tho efTect ot the paasago of the act itself 
was three years ago. Tho disturbance of 
tho silver market caused by this legislation, 
from which tho most tremendous conse- 
quences were predicted, has been leas than 
sometimes occurs without assignable cause, 
and does not approach the decline caused by 
tho cessation of coinage io India. 

On Friday of last week bar silver stood at 
72| in thti Now York market, that being 
near the figure at which purchases have 
been mado for a long time past. This 
was also tho quotation for Saturday. On 
Monday the repeal bill passed tho Senate, 
and the price fell to 09;/. U stood at OS on 
Tuesday and Wednesday, when tho bill 
passed the House and was sicned by the 
Fresidint. It recovered to 69 on Thursday, 
after the whole excitement was over. That 
is to say, the total effect of this act that 
was to turn the world npside down was a 
fail of about three cents per onnce in the 
market price of ballioc. We should not be 
in the least surprised if the removal of 
legislative support, and tho destruction of 
the feverish and unnatural conditions in- 
volved in it, were not only to steady the 
price of silver, but to assist its gradual ap- 
preciation. It has fallen constantly during 
the progress of le(;islatio[< in its behalf.

Tho Municipal Council of the Corporation of 
the City of Victoria enacts as fol- 
lows : 

Soo. i. Lobs 18, 10 and !0 In Block 68 and ia 
part of Block 73, Spring lUdge, situats on 
Qucons Avenue and Chamber street, or such 
other place or places aa shall bo deainnated by 
tho Council from tlnio to tinio, aro lioreby 
established a City Pound, and shall bo maln- 
talnod aa such by the Corporation of the City 
o( Viotoila. 

Soo. 2. Tho Council may, from tlmo to timo 
appoint a Pound-keeper at such salary or re- 
niunoratlon as It may decide and approprlnto 
.out of tho annual rovonuo. 

Sec.:). Tho I'ound-keepor may employ saoh 
assistant or asBlstante as tho Council may, by 
roBoluHoD.au'horlsieWm sj to do; provided 
that tho Council has named the remuneratloD 
and appropriated out o( the revenue tho 
amount suchaselstant Is to receive, and that a 
warrant authorizing tho payment has first been 
iasiiodl 

Sec. 1. Tho Pound-keopor shall give a bond 
to tho Corporation of tho City In the penal 
sum of two luindred and fifty dollars, condi- 
tioned that the said Pound-keeper shall well 
and faithfully discharge the duties of his offl<'o, 
and shall regularly pay over all moneys to the 
Corporation which may come into h's bands as 
such Pound-koopor.

Washinijton, D.C, Nov. 10,— Ib a re- 
port to tho President, dated. Ootofcor 18, 
made publio to day, Socretary Gresham, 
after reviewing the history of tho Hawaiian 
revolution, declared that tho treaty should 
not again bo sent to tlio Senate. Ho aays 
in Ilia diapalch to Mc. Foster, of January 
IS, deBcriblng the irevolutioo, that " Mr. 
Stevens, — tho coni'Aitteo of publio safety 
having taken posaeasioa of tho Government 
buildings, jirchivcs »nd treasury, and in- 
stalled I ho Provisional Oovernme.Qt at tho 
head of the ' respective departments — 
proniptlf reoognlaed tho Provisional Govern- 
ment »« tho -rfc facto government 
of ths Hawaiian Islands." In Secre- 
tary Foater'ti coiiiiiiunioation of Fobruai^ 
l.')t,b, to the l'r<;aident, laying before him 
the treaty of ntnuxution, with a view to ob- 
tninc:ig the advice and coiiaent of tho Sen- 
ate, he 8ay.s : ''At tho liiiio tho piovineiul 
goveriiiiicnT look poaaeaaion of tho govern- 
ment liuildingB, no troops or otlicers of tho 
United Statea wero present or took any part 
whatever in the proceedinga. No public 
recognition waa acuonled to the provisional 
government by tho I'nited Stutca miniater 
until after the ('.liicen's abdication, and when 
tlioy were in ellVctivo poBaeL'sion of the gov- 
eriimeut buildiiigB, the archivca, tho trea- 
sury, tho biirracUa, tho police station and 
all tho i?olilical machinery of the guverii- 
ment." Similar language ia found in an 
ofiicial letter addreaaed to Secretary Footer 
on February H, by the ppocial coniiniaaioner 
aeut to W Kolniijlon by the provisional gov- 
ernment to negotiate u treaty of annexa- 
tion. 

Theao statements arc at variance with tho 
ovideuco, documentary and oral, contained 
in tho report. They are contradicted by 
letters by President Dole and other annexa 
tionists, and by Mr. Stevens' own verbal 
admissions to Mr. Blount. Tho Proviaicnal 
Government was recognized when it had 
little other than a paper existence, and wh>?n 
the legitimate Government was in fall pos- 
aesaion and control of the palaoe and bar- 
racks and the police station. Mr. Stevens' 
well known hostility and the threatening 
presence of the force landed by 
the Boston were all that could 
have then excited serious apprehension 
in the minds of the Queeo, her officers and 
loyal supporters. It is fair to say that Sec- 
retary Foater's atotements were based upon 
information which ho had received from 
Mr. Stevens and the special commiaaionera; 
but I am unable to see that they were de- 
ceived. The troops were landed, not to pro- 
tect American life and property, but to»aid 
in overthrowing tho existing Governnient. 
Their very presence implied coercive meas- 
ures against it. In a statement giveu to 
Mr. ]51ount by Admiral Skirret, tho ranking 
naval oliicer at Honolulu, ho aays: "If the 
troops were lauded simply to protect Amer- 
ican eicizena and interests they were badly 
stationed, in 'Arion Hall,' but if the inten- 
tion was to aid tho I'ruviaional Government, 
they were wisely stationed." 

This ball was so situated that the troops 
in it caaily commanded the Government 
building, and the proclamation was read 
under the protection of American gaoa at 
an early stage of tho movement, if not at 
the beginning. Mr. Stevena proposed to tho 
annexationlats that as soon as they obtained 
poaaeaaion of the Government building and 
they read a proolamation of the chanctoi 
above referred to, he would recognize them 
as a de facto goverament and support tbeni 
by landing a force from onr warship, then 
in the harbor, and he kept that prooiiae. 
This asauranoe was the inspiration of the 
Government, and without it the annexation- 
iata would not have ezpoaod themselves 
to the consequences of failure. 
They relied upon no military force 
of their own, for they had none worthy o! 
the name. The Provisional governmfent 
waa eatablishcd by the action of the Ameri- 
can minister and tho preaence of tho troops 
landed from the Boston, and ita continued 
existence ia due to the bslief cf tho Hawaii- 
ans that, if they made any effort to over 
throw it, they would encounter tho armed 
forces of the United Slates. The earneai 
uppeula to the American minister for mili- 
tary protect ion by tho oiricera of the Pro 
viaional government, after it had been re- 
cognized, showa tho utter abauidlty of the 
claim that it was ealabliuhed by a success- 
ful revolution of the people of tho Islands. 

These appeals were a confession by the 
men who made them of their weakueaa and 
timidity. Men conscious of their strength 
do not muke such moves. It ia nut now 
claimed that the majority of the people 
having the right to vote under the constitu- 
tion of 1887 ever favored the existing 
authorities or annexation to this or any 
other conntry. They earnestly desire that 
the Government of their choice shall be re- 
stored and Its independence be respected. 
Mr. Blount states that while in Honolulu he 
did not. meet a single annexationist who ex- 
prefiBcd his willingneaa to bubmit the quea 
tion to a vote of tho people, he did 
not talk with one on that aubject who 
did not iiiaiat that if the lalanda 
were anncK- (i mfifi iigo should bo bo ro- 
atricted an to give complete control 
t') tho foreigiiera or whitea, while repie- 
Hentative anin .v;itioniala hnvo repeahully 
made Blu'iliir at.aieini'iilH to the utuier.iigiied, 
i'ho (Joveriimi-Di of Hawaii aurrenderi d iia 
authority uiidir a threat of war. Until 
euch lime only ns the (iovernment of the 
United Stales, upon the fact being preaented 
t.o it, should rciiiatato tho conatitutional 
dovercigii, tho Provisional (Joverntrent 
was oreate l, to oxisi until the ternnof union 
with the Uii itoil Si n'ea of Amorici have been 
ni^goliat.ed and agi fed upon. A careful con- 
aidcraiion of tho fao's will, I think, con- 
vince yim that the treaty which was with 
drawn from tho Senate, for further oonsider- 
aiiiin should not be re submitted tor its 
action thereon

Captain Fautjuier had latterly ro- 
sideil with his faudly in this city, whiro 
Ilia widow now reaidoa He was a aon of 
tbo late Bi?hop Fauijuier, of Muakoka, 
and tho family ia a well-known and promi- 
nent one in Kastcin Canada, from which 
the decoasud came some years ugo, after 
many years experience at sea.

LOBENGDLA'S CAPITAL. 



It Was Abandoned a Week Before 
the Whites En- 
tered. 



Tho KiDier Disheartened by Hia De- 
feats Abandons Every- 
tbiner. 



Cai'K Town, Nov, 10. — Dispatches from 
Dr. Janicaon have been received at Vic- 
toria, They cou&rni the report that ISulu- 
^ayo, Lobengula'a capital, waa captured by 
the forces of the chartered company, Tho 
columns whioh took the town were 
commanded by Dr. Jameson and Major 
Forbes. They had several skirmishes 
with tho Matttbeles before the critical bat- 
tle. When ikbout ten miles from Buluwayo 
on November 1, they wore harassed conaid- 
erably by Lobcngula'a warriors. Several 
attempts wore made to surround the col- 
umns. At noon. Dr. Jameson and Major 
Forbes decided to make a battle, and formed 
their troops in a laager. The Matabeles, 
7,000 strong, accepted tho chuUengo. They 
attacked furiously, l>ut were held at a safe 
distance by the MaKini guns. 

The tight lusted an hour, during which 
time the Matabeles kept a steady, but in- 
efTeotive rifle fire. They then Qed in dis- 
order, as mounted men wereuent in pursuit, 
bat were soon recalled, as tbey were uoable 
to do much exeoutioa. The Matabeles left 
1.000 dead and wouuded on the §eld. Tho 
forces of the chartered company lost three 
killed and seven wounded, all by rifle shots. 
Durine the same afternoon the oolumna ad- 
vanced some distance towards Buluwayo, 
aud then went into laager. The night 
passed quietly. Early in the morning of 
November 2 the columns reanroed the ad- 
vance with great caution, but no Matabelee 
appcired. 

lJuluwayo waa found empty, but for a few 
old people, and the white traders, Fairbairn 
and Usiier, who were supposed to have been 
killed by tho Matabeles. The tradera 
a»id they had been well treated. 
Buluwayo hud been abandoned a 
week before. L'lb-ngula had aet fire to 
ihe huta, and expl ided tho magazine, which 
contained iiO.OUO cartridgea and L'.COO 
poiinilK of powder. The king had been dis- 
hearleneti by the defeat of ins warriors at 
Indiamaa mountain, but hia men insisted 
upon another encounter. Dr. Jameson does 
not expect much more fighting. Ho has 
ogmized a flying column, and, with Mr. 
SelouB, will pursue the lugitive king. Sup> 
plica aro being hurried to liuluwayo for the 
cunipauy'a forcea encamped there. 



Calgary Tribune : The eeaaon'a beef trade 
haa been very aatitfactory. There has been 
aliipped Faat ubinit 10,000 head ; the police 
and Indian supplies, and tho towns of Cal- 
g'lry, Lethbridge and Macleod have tukeu 
4,000 more, and the export trade to Ikiiiah 
I'ulumbia ban been about 1,000 heud, making 
in all about l.'i.OOO f,4t stock taken from the 
ranges thia year. This number, at an 
average of $40 each, would net tbo nice 
little sum of 1600,000 for the season's busi- 
ness.

.Sir John Thompson, is by G. C. Wade, of 
London, Kngland, ia cast in broiizo and is 
eight feel three inches in height. It pro- 
eeiit.i Sir John with a closely buttoned frock 
coal, ataniiing in caay poaturo with right 
arm elightiy extended, and benignant ex- 
lircBBioii upon hia face aa though .uldreaaing 
a aymputbctie uudieiicu. Tho atatuo ataiida 
nil a pedeatid, which ia shaped like a ]iyra- 
iiiid, eleven feet high, of gray New Bruna- 
wick t;raiiiie. The iiamea of eaidi of the 
I'roviiicra are curved upon the peiieatal, and 
upon tho front ia curved a ahiuld, with un 
ii)Beripiioii bearing tho name, the Right 
ifiin. John Alexai der Macdonald, with hia 
litlea and the dato and place of his birth 
and death, and at the bottom of tho shield 
the wurda " A Canadian atatcsman, who 
viiluod Britiah institutiona as a true basis of 
tho strength and prosperity of the Domin- 
ion," Another shield on tho opposite side 
is inseribed with the periods in whioh be 
was member of the Lsgislature, mcmbnr of 
the Executive Counoit of Canada, and First 
Miniater of the Dominion of Canada.
